The southern census returns, showing the ma- 
terial progress and development of the south has 
made inv tae past ten years, have not only excited 
surprise in the northern states but have attracted 
the atiention of Raropean nations. They show a 
most gratifying condition of affairsin the south, 
not alove in regard to the increase in population, 
but in relation to all the products and industries 
that combine to makea country prosperous and 
wealthy. Over a very wide range of southern 
teriito:y vast improvements of every character 
have been made during the past decade. New 
lauds have been brought iuto cultivation as well 
as vacated plantatious, while dwellings, fencing 
and other essentials have been improved. Cot- 
ton and other factories, woolen and oil mills, 
have sprung into existence, furnishing employ- 
ment for. thousands upon thousands 
of rsons and ™ yielding hand- 
some returns for the outiay. Tne increase 
in the cotton crop during the past fifteen years 
over the fifteeu years prior to the war has been 
nearly ten miilion bales. This, estimated at 
$60 per bale, wouid represent a value of $600,000, - 
vov gold, and the entire ya’ e of these fifteen cot- 
ton crops at the facior = ~ 2early $4,00),000,000, 
almost as greatasuc: Siu entire war co-tina 
depreciated paper currency.

The capital that ls now seeking investmentin the 
southern states is going there for tbe simple rea- 
son thatthe inducements are greaterthan else- 
where, and northern men also know that they 
will receive as warm a welcome from southerners 
as they will {rom the people of other sections of 
the country, notwithstanding the false statements 
thatare from time to time put forth by partisan 
writers whoeither wiilfylly or through iguor- 
ance misrepresents the actual condition of affairs 
in southern states. The truth is, however, 
gradually becoming known through 
the medium of northern men who have made 
their homes permanently in southern states, and 
the result is, as we have said, sou.hern immigra- 
tion is rapidly increasing and northern capital is 
being poured into the south, while foreign labor 
and mouey is also being attracted toward the 
raine section. The great state of “exas alone has 
doubled its population in ten years, and yet there 
are many hundred thousand acres of marketable 
land within its vast domain which must soon 
taken up by immigrants from Europe and also 
from some of the over-crowded states of the east 
and north.
